Resistance to couri Injunctions 
find compulsory arbitration will also 
be urged.

The council will also officially nolify

foi-unce, takes exception to statement 
of former Secretary of State Lansing, 


in the ex-sccretar's recent uo^k 


concerning the attitude of Japan at tha 
conference. 


As quoted In 
tha Asahl 
Shtmbun, 


Viscount Makino, commenting on ca- 
bled resumeu of the book, aiiys that 
Jap:in did not force President Wilson's 
liLii.il 
I'fgiiroiiig Sh:inliiiLL;

? to bolt the conference, .as did 


Italy. "There were wild rumors abroad 
In I'arln to that effect at the lime," he 
liu says, "theso threats being lo the 
elfeL-l that Japan would not Join the 
League of Nations, bnt 
these

mere rumors and Japan's real actions 
had nothing lo do with them." 


Mr. Lansing's statements that Japan 


attempted to force the adoption ol the" 
racial equality clause by announcing 
a decision lo refuse to sign the peace 
treaty Is also denied by the Japanese 
peace delegate. 
The delegates of all 


the powers represented, says Viscount 
Makino. had no other idea than to se- 
cure the best peace possible and sucli 
guarantee as woutd make secure the 
peace of the world, and anything in 
the nature of a threat from anyone 
could not he tolerated. 


"The question regarding
